Boys Made Good Against Heavy Odds 


in the Largest Battle in Amer- 


jean History. 


July 24 Has Been Known as “Pioneer 
Day" Since the Founding of 
Salt Lake City. 


Brigham Young, leading a company 
of Mormon* numbering 147, of whom 
all, excepting two women nnd the same 
number of children, were men, entered 
Great Salt Lake valley nnd founded 
Utah, af Sn 11 Lnke City, July 24, 1847. 
On the previous day the founder, re­ 
clining In Apostle Woodruff's carriage, 
sil k v\itll mountain fever, caught the 
first glimpse of the valley from the 
summit of the mountain. 
“Enough/* he sn DI. “this ‘.a the right 
place; drive on.” 
Since this entry Into the promised 
land the day has been called Pioneer 
day. 
Coder the control and guidance 
of Brigham Young the work was begun 
that converted a wilderness, where It 
was predicted that not an ear of corn 
could grow, Into one of the most fruit­ 
ful garden places of the world. About 
three years after tills the territory of 
Club was organized, with Young as 
governor. Some feeling of ill-will grew 
up between the non-Mormon member* 
of the government and the Mormons. 
Outside of Utah, opposition to Mor­ 
monism 
was 
greatly 
Increased 
by 
Young’s publication In 1852 of Smith’s 
“revelation" on the eternity of the 
marriage covenant, Including plurality 
of wives. 
According to official estimates there 
are about 400,000 Letter Duy Saints, 
mostly In Utah.

It' flr't great struggle IS months after 
our declaration. * Half of the troops 
and divisional staffs were green, and 
our corps and army staffs had had hut 
th*1 very scanty battle experience ac­ 
quired In th*1 Marne-Vesle campaign 
under the French and our own opera* 
ti on sit St. Mibiel, 
The place to be at­ 
tacked was extremely difficult, nnd 
Gen. von der Mar xx its and his troops 
were seasoned and formidable oppo­ 
nents. Under the circumstances It was 
Just as reasonable to look for a terri­ 
ble catastrophe such as befell the Brit­ 
ish at Gallipoli, the French in the 
Champagne in 1017, or the Germans 
In the Champagne in July, 1918, as to 
look for a decisive victory—perhaps 
more so. 
The state of our army would natu­ 
rally have suggested spending five or 
six months more In preparation for 
such a task. 
The state of the war In­ 
continently demanded that we tackle 
the problem Immediately In whatever 
shape we were to handle It. 


Great American Tragedienne. 
One of the greatest tragediennes of 
the last century, Charlotte Saunders 
Cushman, died in Boston nearly half 
a century ago, leaving behind her one 
of the most inspiring and splendid

bition was musical, and she was just 
at lh** beginning of a successful oper­ 
atic career when her voice failed.

Sh*1 first appeared as Lady Macbeth in 
New Orleans, nnd soon gained rank In 
England and America as the foremost 
actress of the English-speaking world 
Forty-five years ago the great actress 
began her farewell tour of America, 
and on a day In May, 187,’), dn audi­ 
ence that filled the Globe theater In 
Boston saw Charlotte Cushman's inst 
appearance on the stage. 
She died In 
less than a year afterward.
